The Chicago Herald describee a dis- 


honest trick practiced by a band of 
women in the employ of i concern trying 
to introduce a new baking powder in 
that city aa follows 


A sample of the baking powder found 


in the kitchen visited, and which it is in- 
tended to defame, is placed in a glass, 
mued with a httle water, and stirred 
Being a pore powder it, foams tip like 
champagne, although the bubbles of car 
boa 10 acid gas will continue to rise for a 
long time 
Tbe tester then, takes a 


earn pie ot the powder which she. is trying 
to introduce and treats it in the same 
manner The result is a glassful ot yeast- 
like foam 
This notion she claims, is ev- 


idence ot tbe superiority end greater 
strength of her powaer, whereas it is 
caused by tbe addition ot a little gum, or 
flour, with which tbe powder is adulter- 
ated, and it is indisputable evidence of 
adulteration 
lo prove this, add a little 


flour to the other powder, mu thoroughly 
add the water,, stir it np, and the same 
result will be [j rod need to a degree de 
pendent upon the tjaactity of floor used 


Another "test ' consists in boiling tbe 


baking powder with water 
If the bak- 


ing powder IB good tor anything, tbe 
beat will, ot course, expel the gas, which 
is apparent to tbe sense of smell 
Tbe 


claim is tb>n made that this gas indicates 
aome t hi OK detrimental, although, as a 
matter ot fact, a baking powder that 
would give off co gas when subjected to 
h*rit would be without leavening power 
and valueless 
,-Tke ob'ect of these people is, of course, 
to deceive the 3onsumerB as to the qnaii- 
ties ot their baking powder and tbe bak- 
ing powdet used m the kitchen vistted

and make a market for an adulterated 
article by auob methods te dishonest and 
despicable 
But to try 10 palm off upon 


any woman such silly tricks for a scien- 
tific test, IB an insult to her intelligence.

Homestead mill did not agree as tt> ;i 
scale for the current yew, and upon the 
threat of a strike tbe mill was locked 
against the men. As soon as this oc- 
ctirret! tbe sgitftt-cr began bis nefarious 
work. All kinds of stories were told, 
which were calculated to escite the sink- 
ing or locked out workmen into a mob 
and violence. That they succeeded tbe 
tragic affair on the bankof fhe MODOD- 
tfahela river attests. The same influences 
induced tbe men in the Union mill in 
Pittsbnrg, owned by the same company, 
to strike, in sympathy, regardless of tbe 
fact that they bad signed a Eatietaotory 
contract for a year and were under moral 
obligation to stand by that contract. The 
same agitators poisoned tbe minds of the 
men at the Duqaeoo* works, owned by 
tbe same company, to go oat. 


All this was brought about by leaders

Signing the Agreements. 


Tbe Prairie street authority oa Demo- 


cratic assumptions eorne days ago ques- 
tioned the statement of the REPUBLICAN 
that none of the operators of the SI iron 
mills covered in tbe jurisdiction ot tbe 
Amalgamated association bad signed tbe 
scale presented by the association. A 
few days later two of these mills signed 
tbe scale, after modification, and started 
up; and yesterday tbe despatches bore 
tbe information that the differences be- 
tween fifteen other mills about Pittabarg 
and the association had been ad jo sled 
and the agreement signed, and that tne 
chances are that this adjustment will 
open the way for the other mills; also 
that in the near future they will all re- 
en me. 


The trouble with these Democratic 


papers is that they hare lost sight of 
these facts in. their efforts to get votes 
oat ot tb» Homestead affair, and have 
proceeded on the theory that there has 
been no contention between tbe opera- 
tors and operatives of any other mill el- 


the Carnegie mill, 


Tbe primary trouble was clearly stated 


by Mr. Friok in the beginning ot the 
trouble to be, that for years, not only 
operators of other mills, bnt tbe Amal- 
gamated association as well, have forced 
the Carnegie company to act-before the 
other mills had acted and tbau made the 
company eet> tbe pace for all others; and 
that they had become tired of it, and in 
tbe near future would act independent 
of tbe association. The same thing had 
been planned for tbe present year, and 
atter Mr. Fuck bad presented what he 
regarded as a reasonable scale of wages 
and it was rejected by the association, 
the mill was closed, and the trouble be- 
gan, In the meantime ail the other 
wills have been closed since July 1st to 
tbe present time, and are now being 
opened ooly as fast as agreements are 
made and signed, 


These agreements so far as they can be 


compared with wages offered in the 
Fnek settle are no better tot the men 
than the wages offered by Friok, which 
supports the statement made by some ot 
the mill men that in tbe fight with Prick 
tlie matter of wages is not the vital ele- 
ment, bat that tbe dgbt is one to deter- 
mine whether Mr Prick ehe.ll be permit- 
ted to t&ke his mill out of the hands of 
the association. It was to prevent this 
that tbey took possession of tbe property 
and refused to allow tbe Pinkertons to 
land tor tbe purpose ot guarding tbe 
property, and which made the calling ont 
of the militia necessary for the mainte* 
nance of order.
